REPAIR DAMAGE
T0 LARGE TREES

First Thing to Be Done Is to Re-
move Broken Branches That
Are Menace to Life.

600D WORKING SUGGESTIONS

If Limbs Have Been Split, Wood
Around Wound Should Be Cut or
Sawed Away and Scar Smoth-
ered—Leave Cavities Open,

(Preparsd by ths United Gtates Department
of Agriculture.)

The extensive injlury and destruce
tlon of trees of all kinds in New Eng-
land during the November lcestorm
has brought many Inguirles to the
United States Department of Agricul-
ture regarding the proper methods to
be followed In repairing the damage
done. The followlng suggestions are
mude by the department.

Remove Broken Branches.

The firgt thing that should be done
{8 to remove large broken branches
that are now, or may beécome, & men-
ace to life and property; this Is usual-
ly best done by cutting at the point
where broken, Atlentlon should then
be given to Injuries on the maln trunk,
If lmbs have been spllt, or partially
gplit, from the main trunk, all splin-
tered wooil about the wound should be
removed with a sharp gouge and mal-
let, if not so situanted that It can be
sawed off.

Attentlon should next be glven to
repalring the Injurles on the larger
branches in a simllar manner, and
Inter to the smaller branches. Some-
times when a llmb 18 broken nway, the
tree Is so weakened at the point eof
brenknge that It may again break In a
severe wingd, and to obviate this the
top must be pruned back more or less
severely, In case of split crotches, the
advice In  Farmers' Bulletin 1178
should be followed regarding the gen-

oral  treatment, Ilocluding bolting
through and above the crack,
1t is fortunate that the Ilceatorm

came when It did, rather than In
March or April, for decay-producing
germs grow but slowly during cold
wenther, consgequently there ig g long-
er period in which repalr work can be
done before warm wenther arrives. In
cases of estntes where o great amount
of injury las occurred, and only a
compuratively small force Is avallable
for repairing the ammnge, the final
cutting of long stubs cun be convenl-
ently left untll early spring, but
wounds or breaks on the maln trunk,
or close to it, should bhe attended to
promptly, In any cnge before warm
wenther arrives,
Leave Cavities Open.

It is not necessary to fill envities, It
I8 better in most cases to leave them
open. All final cuts should be tmmedI-
ately covered with some good antisep-

tie and waterproof palnt. It will not
be necessary to speclally treat the
ends of long stubs that are to bhe re-
moved cloge to the trunk later in the
Benson,

In no part of repalr work should
ellmbing spurs be used on u tree.
Spur marks cause Injurles through
which 1t Is possible for digease and
decny germs to enter and cause dime-
nEe, In pome Cases more severe than
would have developed from the orig-
inal simple break.

Remember that prevention 1s better
than cure. The open wound of today
becomes the decayed spot of next year
and the deep rotten cavity of ten
years from now. It Is better to spend
n few days or dollars In careful repalr
work now than hundreds of dollurs
for extensive tree surgery In 1030,

SOIL SHOULD BE PULVERIZED
Where Coarse and Lumpy, Plants Will
Not Thrive on Account
of Air Spacea

Few gardeners realize the importance
of pulverizing the soll as deeply as It
is plowed. No matter how perfectly
the surfuce s prepared, If the soil Is
coarse and lumpy below, the plants
will not thrive. Large alr spaces In
the soll are a detriment, but a large
number of very small alr spaces In the
soll are a benefit,

PRACTICE REQUIRED
IN HANDLING TOOLS

Gardener Knows Hou_« to Manip-
ulate Spade or Fork.

8oll Is Carefully Cut in Thin Sllces
and Clods Broken Up an Work
Goes On—English and French
Are Ahead of Us.

(Prepared by the United Mates Departmant
of Agricultura)

There 18 an art In bandling a spade
of spading fork and [t Ils only the
gardener who knows this art who gets
hls garden soll In the best possible
condition, A great many gardeners
have an Iden that the only thing neec-
essary 18 to work the surface up inte
loge chunks and then pound these
Into pleces with the back of a hoe,
but, says the Unlted States Depart-
ment of Agriculture, the gardener who
really knows how, spades his soll very
ecarefully, cutting It in thin shces to

the full depth of the spade, then break-
Ing up each spadeful as he goes, using
the edge of the spade or spuding fork
for breaking the clods.

No matter how much work s done
on the surface a poor job of spading
¢an never be remedled and, while
the surface may be loose and mellow
the underlying soll will be rough and
cloddy so that vegetables planted up-
on it will not do well, A good plow-
man turns over the furrows evenly
and of uniform depth, The same prin-
ciple holds In spading, and the spade-
fuls shonld be of uniform thickness
and depth and every one be turned
evenly,

The gardeners of HEogland and
France are far ahead of our American
gardeners In the matter of soll prep-
aration, and we could well lenrn a
lesson from them. In preparing their
land for planting they fork It over
very carefully und mix with tlie soll
considernble quantitiea of manure.
This mixing, however, s 8o well done
that the manure i.ll'inpp(!tlls in the
soll and becowes an intlimate part of
it. There are no slipshod methods
in the work of these Hoglish and
Freneh gardeners and they are en-
abled to grow more on an acre than
some American gardeners grow on live
peres. « A little lund well prepared,
the Departinent of Agriculture be-
lleves, Is better than a large uaren
improperly fitted, Get the habit of
dolng things well, It pays In the long
run.

GET EARLY CABBAGE PLANTS

They Can Be Grown Indoors or
Shipped In From Points in
Warm Climates,

Early cabbuge plants for setting Iln
the garden can be procured In two
ways, suggests the Unlted States De
partment of Agriculture. They can
elther he locally grown Indoors by
some plant grower or they can be
shipped in fromm a southern polot
where the climatle conditions are such
that the plants can be grown in the
open ground. Plants grown out-of.
doorg are often andvertised as “frost-
proof” plants. While this term Is
rather mislending, the plants are really
very hardy und will withstand consld-
erable cold, The great difficulty with
cabbage grown In greenhouses, hotbeds
or in the howmwe Is that they are soft
and easlly Injured elther by wind or
cold when set in the garden. This dif-
ficulty, however, ean be toe a conslder-
able degree overcome by properly
hardening the plant to weutside con
ditions before setting them In the goar
den.

PLANT EARLY IRISH POTATOES
Put Them in Ground Just Befors
Time for Last Spring Frost
to Get Good Start,

Enrly Irish potatoes may be planted
a lttle before ur about the time rthe
last spring frosts occur. This will
give them an opportunity to make a
start and reach the surface of the
ground by warm weather, Irish pota
toes require frequent cultivation and
should be graduosily hilled up to form
n hed, Large quantities of manure
should not be wused. Great care
should be tuken to avold seed affected
by scab, us this disease develops rap-
Idly and greatly Injures the quality.—
United States Department of Agricel-

ture.
